Previous to his entrance at the high 
school, he had attended many of 
the one room schools then existing 
in the school district. 



While at North Scott he participated 
in chorus, football, and baseball. 
During his senior year he was elec- 
ted one of the top ten candidates 
for Bachelor Capture King. Farm- 
ing was his main interest, however, 
and because of this he became an 
active member of both FFA and 4- 
H. 



In November, 1967, Ed was induc- 
ted into the army and began his 
basic training at Fort Bliss, Texas.

Larry Gronewold, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Elmer Gronewold, Dona- 
hue, was an active member of the 
North Scott class of 1963. 

During high school he lettered in 
both football and baseball, and 
was a member of the Lettermen’s 
Club. It was also his privilege to 
be chosen as one of the Bachelor 
Capture King candidates. 

Through his affiliations with the 
FFA, he was awarded the Iowa 
Star Farmer degree, and later tour- 
ed eight European countries on a 
People to People Good Will tour. 

Larry began his basic training for 
the army at Fort Campbell, Ken- 
tucky, on July 10, 1967. Prior to 
his assignment in Vietnam, he 
received three weeks of training on 
a personnel carrier at Fort Knox, 
Kentucky. On January 8, 1968, he 
became a member of the 23rd Regi- 
ment, 25th Infantry Division in 
Vietnam. 

Larry was killed in Vietnam on 
March 25, 1968, when he was hit 
by heavy enemy cross fire. 

In July his parents received the 
Silver Star, Bronze Star, and Pur- 
ple Heart, which had been awarded 
to him posthumously.

Charles Morse, who lived with his 
aunt and uncle Mr. and Mrs. John 
Gall, Rural Route, Davenport, was 
a member of the 1965 North Scott 
graduating class.

A month later he 
became a radio man for the same 
company. 

Lance Corporal Morse was killed in 
action near Da Nang on March 27, 
1967, when a force of about sixty 
five Viet Cong attacked his platoon.

During the 1968-69 school year. North Scott students saw the de- 
velopment and activation of a new innovation in student govern- 
ment. 

A Student Forum, composed of fourteen students, two teachers 
and an administrator was initiated during the second semester. 

The purpose of the forum was to discuss the problems that arise in 
the school. 

Each quarter of the school year the class presidents and their se- 
lections of members from their respective classes attended three 
or more forums. The forums began at 8:30 a.m. and continued un- 
til the business was exhausted. 

The moderator was the senior class president, who, with the other 
three class presidents, were permanent members of the forum. 

The other members of the forum were selected by each class presi- 
dent, representing all factions, interests and abilities. 

Committees were appointed to research certain problems and areas 
of concern to the forum and all the student body. 

The idea of the forum is student involvement. It is not a body of stu 
dents formed to make laws. 

For the First year, the forum was deemed very successful. Any- 
thing of this nature takes a great deal of work and facing problems 
by those who are interested. 



One of the major applications of the American way of life in the 
school systems of America can be seen in student government. 

At North Scott High School the Student Council forms the major 
governing body. Its members’ are elected in the spring of the pre- 
vious year that they are to serve. Speeches and campaigns serve both 
to elect officers and to expose the students to political life. 

The junior high school students run their own elections during the 
school year. They also conduct their own meetings. 

One of the many projects of the Student Council this year was the 
Needy Family Drive at Christmastime. Many students became in- 
volved in this service project who otherwise might not have had the 
opportunity to help the needy. 

Taking a needy family from the school district, the Council so- 
licited funds and sponsored a trip from the North Pole by Santa 
Claus to ask for help. One well-remembered event was at a pep aud, 
where the members of each class carried an open blanket around 
the gymnasium into which their class members threw coins. The 
Freshman Class won, and the grand total was nearly $80.00. 

When Christmas came, there were many happy students. But 
much more important, there was one happy family.

Graduation, college, freedom from supervision confront the 
seniors. Under a rigid schedule they have progressed for 
twelve years. They have had little preparation for the re- 
sponsibility they will have to accept after the diplomas are 
passed out. SPACE, the Student Program for Achievement 
in Citizenship and Education, has introduced a sense of re- 
sponsibility to its members concerning their studies and 
their duty as members of the community. Responsibility 
to one’s self prepares the college-bound student for the 
obstacles he will face in furthering his education; it presents 
the problems of everyday life to the student who will find 
himself involved in a working world. The unknown can be a 
frightening oblique. Through an unimposed scheduling, a 
student must learn to think to ascribe to a moving era of 
living. The SPACE program, expanded to include juniors 
and sophomores, will serve a double duty, coping sucess- 
fully with limited space while establishing self-regulated 
study. North Sctot was the first school to adopt such a pro- 
gram in Iowa. SPACE will be expanded into a flexible 
modular scheduling when facilities permit. Run by the stu- 
dents, this program has proved successful only through the 
cooperation of students and faculty. SPACE-the organi- 
zation for people ready to stand up to the responsibility of 
living, for the student willing to face it. 
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Enthusiasm at North Scott had never been as great. A winning 
team and growing spirit made Homecoming 1968 a highlight never 
before matched. Suspence started when the top ten senior girls were 
chosen. It mounted as the big game drew near and top five were 
announced. 

The Student Council sponsored the window display competition, 
awarding first prize to the Art Club, exhibiting a life-size Lancer, and 
second place to Sadons. The school vibrated with an eager tenseness 
on October 1 1. Little schoolwork was finished as students and facul- 
ty alike anxiously awaited the battle against Newman’s Comets. The 
spirit neared its climax when Bev Crane crowned 1968 Homecoming 
Queen, Pat Engel, and exploded when our Lancers came onto the 
field. Our team gave all, but Newman proved too valiant a fighter. 
Later, music by the 360° Triangle provided relazation after a 
tough game, and a festive mood prevailed at the Homecoming Dance. 
Despite our loss, pride and confidence in our Lancers remained. 
Defeat could not knock us down for “United We Stand.”

INITIATE NEW TRACK 
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A RECORD SEASON 

North Scott's 1969 track team faced it very well this year. 
They initiated a new track coach as well as a new track dur- 
ing this season. Mr. Donald Schmeltzer, new track coach, 
had a year to be proud of. 

The NS track team began its 1969 season with the State In- 
door at Iowa City. This is a difficult meet to prepare for be- 
cause it is held so early in the season. Outdoor practice is 
seldom possible this early because of bad weather. Despite 
this handicap, however, the Lancers did well and brought 
home fourth place. 

The next meet was the Tipton Tiger Relays. We narrowly 
missed taking the Class A trophy as we were edged out by 
Anamosa. The season continued as the thinclads journeyed 
to two smaller meets-the triangular at Morrison and a dual 
at Muscatine. 

On April 19 the Davenport Relays were held. This is a dif- 
ferent type of meet as all the events are relays with no indi- 
vidual running events occurring. NS took third at this meet, 
after coming through some very stiff competition. 



The Lancers won an easy victory when they went to run 
against Fulton on the Fulton track. The tracksters won all 
the running events and all but three of the field events. 

The 60th annual Drake Relays were held on April 25 and 
26. North Scott was entered in two events. Butch Roller 
ran the mile in a time of 4:29.7 and placed fifth. The North 
Scott mile medley relay team was also entered. It was made 
up of Jim Bailey, Dick Pischke, Denny Moore and Butch 
Roller. They ran in a time of 3:38 and also placed fifth. 

The Durant Wildcat relays were held April 29 with the 
Gateway Classics being held the following Saturday, May 3. 
The Lancers were victorious at both. At Durant, NS beat 
second place Tipton by an easy 20 points. Gateway was not 
such an easy victory to take, however, and was not won un- 
til the final event was run. 

North Scott went to the 23rd annual Fulton Relays to de- 
fend its championship, but were not strong enough to fight 
off Mount Morrison High School who won by five points. 
NS did set two new meet records, however. They were the 
mile medley, run in 3:40. 7 (old record 3:42.7) and the 
mile relay, run in 3:33.2 (old record 3:35.0). These teams 
were both made up of Jim Bailey, Denny Moore, Dick 
Pischke, and Butch Roller. 
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TRACKSTARS MAKE NEWS 



The District Meet was held May 9 at Tipton to qualify those 
going to State later in the month. NS won the meet and, in 
doing so, qualified two relay teams and entrants in four 
other events for state competition. All those qualifiers were 
either first or second place finishers or placed better than a 
mark already established for that event. Those Lancers do- 
ing well enough to go to the state meet at Jefferson were; 
Butch Roller (880 in 2:00.3 and the mile in 4:39.2), Jim 
Bailey (440 in 52.5 and second in the 100 yd. dash), Terry 
McLaughlin (180 low hurdles in 20.7), Dick Pischke (sec- 
ond in the 220), and Mike Mohr (second in the 1 20 high 
hurdles). The mile relay team of Bob Peterson, Denny 
Moore, Dick Pischke, and Jim Bailey won in a time of 
3:33.8 and along with the two mile relay team of Jerry 
Schulz, Denny Dammann, Ron Mahmens,and Mike Mein- 
ert, who won in a time of 8:35.4, also went to Jefferson on 
May 24. 

The 1969 Illowa Conference Meet initiated our new NS 



track. The Lancers were victorious in retaining the Illowa 
crown as they easily outdistanced the other schools. Butch 
Roller set a new meet record in the mile as he ran it in his 
best time of the year, 4:23.4. The old record had been 
4:33.6 and was set by DeWitt in 1965. 

NS took second place at its next meet, the Prairie Relays in 
Cedar Rapids. The Lancer mile and two mile relay teams 
were victorious in times of 3:31 .7 and 8:22.3 respectively. 

The ’69 track season closed for the Lancers with the State 
Outdoor at Jefferson, Iowa on May 24. North Scott finished 
with six points all won by junior track member Butch Rol- 
ler. He took second in the mile and fourth in the 880. 

The NS track squad faced some tough competition this 
year, and they faced it well. They faced a new track and a 
new coach with apprehension and enthusiasm, and won.
